The crippling labor disputes— 
the worst in Britain since the gen­ 
eral strik e of 1926 — burst upon 
Prim e Minister Harold Macmillan 
just five day s before his Bermuda 
conference with President Eisen­ 
hower opening next Tliursday . 
Macmillan called in Labor Min­ 
ister Iain MacLeod for a confer­ 
ence

Leaders o f the 40 unions in the

If prolonged, the shipy ard strik e 
could have 
a dlsastrotu ^ e c l on 
the nation’s economy . 
Labor's disgruntlement stemmed 
from a steady rise in the cost of 
living under the Conservative gov- 
emnieDt and persistent friction be­ 
tween management and unions, 
mark ed by charges and counter­ 
charges of hig^andedness 
and 
clumsy leadershi,} on both sides. 
Among the British people 
as a 
whole, there was subdued anger 
against both management and the 
unions for allowing a strik e to de­ 
velop while Britain is fighting 
fix’ 
economic survival.

I would now rate Gilmore and 


than the two from down south. 
“With Russ and (Jeorge (k)ing 
the calling, you seldom see a 
conflicting call between the two. 
Each seems to know instinctive­ 
ly what the other man is going 
to call or who he will be watch­ 
ing. They work together as a 
p air better than any officials I 
can remember.” 
I might add, I know both of 
these boys fairly well Mid they 
well deserve the remarks writ­ 
ten by Sigman. Df course, they

A movement is underway to 
reduce the Sedalia Industri­ 
al League to a six-team loop 
instead of eight teams as it 
was last season.

BiK in this tjrp e of récré­ 
ât-"n it is def'*?*i’'g a nurn 
and I am sure the sp onsor do 
not nei e» .>aniy desiXe to

a p rogram which wa« odgmally 
organized for a wnde scop e of 
exercise for many. 
If a team desirei to have 
such strength and desires to 
have a constant winner, I would 
suggest this team withdraw and 
organize a circuit of several 
towns in Central Mi.ssouri and 
p lay sonve real hot ball. I’ll go 
along with this and would do 
all I could to help p ush it. TTii» 
would give another added sp orts 
attraction for Sedalia, and a4 
the same time throw the Indus­ 
trial League op en to the aver­ 
age p layer who wanti to p lay 
ball. 
During the p assing years I 
have seen the Leagues get into 
heated argument» in their de­ 
sire to win and to recruit the 
better p layers. This r« iulted in 
hard feelings among the teMn» 
and in time a breaking p oint 
was reached, and the recreation 
p rogram nearly was blown to 
p ieces. 
Think it over boys, while you 
begin to organize and bring it 
bacie to the original standards 
of EVERYBODY PLAYS.

key , webbed back feet like a duck, 
and a long tail useful for swim­ 
ming and balancing . Long bristly 
hairs g ive his rotund body a shag g y 
ap p earance 
Desp ite the p eculiarities of his 
looks, the nutria occup ies a hig h 
sp ot in the world of hig h fashion. 
Plucking and shearing take away 
the long bristly hairs, leaving a 
fine, soft, lig htweig ht fur that rates 
nex t to mink in p rice. 
Disp atches from the fashion front 
forecast a decline in the p op ularity 
of mink and a steady increase ini 
favor for nutria.

H ausam has only a half dozen j 
p airs now, but p lans to increase | 
his “ herd” . Breeding stock sells 
for $1,500 a p air. N utria raise four 
to eig ht kits p er litter, which are! 
ready for p elting in nine months. 
Going p rice of p elts is $30, and it 
takes 30 to 4i) to m ake a full leng th 
coat that sells for around $5,000 
according to Hausam . 
Mrs. Hausam is looking forward 
to the day when she can have a 
coat m ade from their own nutria, 
•‘althoug h I’ll settle for a stole and 
work up to a coat.” she said. 
The two older H ausam boy s, 
Jim , 14 and Don. 12, have taken 
on much of the care of the nutria. 


p lay with the docile animals. 
Unlike the vicious mink, nutria 
are very ea.sily tam ed and some 
have been m ade into house p ets. 
Mrs. Hausam said they have allow­ 
ed the children to p lay with the 
breeding stock because they will 
not be sold for p tdts. 
“ We are g oing to discourag e at­ 
tachm ent to future g enerations—I 
can imag ine the howl that would 
g o up if we sold one of the p ets for 
a fur coat.” smiled Mrs. Hausam .

Behind the inv estig atio n was an o ld Misso u ri 
feu d wag ed by ex -co ng ressman Jeff Hillelso n o f 
Kansas City ag ainst the ex • president, the ex ­ 
president’s kin, and any o ne asso ciated with the 
name o f Tru man. 
Hillelso n is a Repu blican who was elected to 
Co ng ress in the 1952 GOP landslide o n the plea 
that he was a po o r bu t ho nest g ro cery clerk, 
tho u g h actu ally he was married to the Go etz 
brewing fo rtu ne. After serv ing an u nspectacu lar 
o ne term in Co ng ress du ring which he disting ­ 
u ished himself chiefly by taking a ju nket to west­ 
ern Eu ro pe, he was retired by the v o ters, and 
since then has been lo o king fo r a federal jo b. 
Particu larly he has had his ey e o n the jo b held 
by Ju ne Ho Uo wio r. lifelo ng friend o f Tru man, as 
Kansas City manag er o f the General Serv ices 
administratio n. 
Hillelso n has no w wo n his battle and Ho llo way 
is being transferred to Seattle. Ho wev er, it to o k 
him a lo ng time, plu s an inv estig atio n o f Tru ­ 
man’s bro ther to win. 
Harry Tmmaa Ex plo des 
Thro u g ho u t his co ng ressio nal term, Hillelso n 
kept u p a steady bo mbardment ag ainst Ho llo way . 
As fast as o ne charg e was inv estig ated and dis­ 
pro v ed, Hillelso n wo u ld fire ano ther. After sev ­ 
eral inv estig atio ns had failed, he called o n then- 
GSA Administrato r Ed Mansu re and insi^ed: 
“There mu st be so me sku ldu g g ery in that 
reg io n.” 
To placate him, Mansu re let Hillelso n search 
the g o v ernment files himself fo r po litical dirt. 
The co ng ressman picked o u t 30 cases that lo o ked 
su spicio u s to him, inclu ding o ne that inv o lv ed 
Viv ian Tru man in alleg ed influ ence peddling . 
Each case was tho ro u g hly inv estig ated by the 
Eisenho wer administratio n, which sent a special 
Inv estig ato r to Kansas City to ru n do wn ev ery 
po ssible lead. After the inv estig ato r qu estio ned 
Viv ian Tru man, Harry hit the ro o f. 
He su mmo ned the ag ent to his Kansas City 
o ffice. Ou t o f respect fo r the ex -president, the 
man sho wed u p and was g reeted at the do o r 
with a v erbal blast in the fiery Tru man traditio n. 
The ex pletiv es flew so fast that the inv estig ato r 
co u ld o nly stu tter. 
In the end, the alleg atio ns pro v ed to be false. 
Bo th Ju ne Ho llo way and Viv ian Tru man were 
co mpletely cleared. Ho llo way was kept o n the 
jo b. and Hillelso n was defeated fo r re-electio n. 
Mansu re su spected that Hillelso n had antici­ 
pated his defeat and that all he really wanted

was Ho llo way ’s jo b. Ho wev er, Mansu re, who fo l- ’ 
lo wed the merit sy stem in pro tecting pu blic serv ­ 
ants, has no w been replaced by Franklin Flo ete 
who ag reed in adv ance to hire all the lo y al Re­ 
pu blicans he co u ld find ro o m fo r in the big , 
sprawling g eneral serv ices administratio n. 
As a civ il serv ice emplo y ee, Ho llo way co u ldn’t 
be fired witho u t cau se. So 'he will be transferred 
away fro m his ho me, Kansas City , to Seattle, 
in Uie ho pe that he will qu it. This will leav e 
the Kansas City jo b o pen finally to Hillelso n. 
Washing to n Pipeline 
AFL-CIO bo ss Geo rg e Meany has pro mised 
Senato rs that he will ex pel the Teamsters fro m 
the natio nal labo r o rg anizatio n if the ev idence 
befo re the Senate calls fo r it.

In­ 
stead o f picking him u p and bear­ 
ing him o u t tp the kitchen, she 
ju st ex periences mo re resentment 
at him fo r increasing her helpless­ 
ness. 
She g o es o n talking . She say s, 
“Is that the way to speak to y o u r 
Mo mmy ? Do n’t y o u kno w I lo v e 
y o u and want y o u to be a g o o d 
bpy ? Co me to lu nch no w 
. . . ” 
In a recent issu e o f the Ladies 
Ho me Jo u rnal, Dr. Erich Fro mm 
names the pro blem o f .Andy ’s mo th­ 
er. He say s, “Peo ple who talk and 
talk and talk v ery o ften do no t re- 


alize that there are certain acts to 
which o ne mu st co mmit o neself it 
o ne is really g o ing to learn any ­ 
thing . The perso n who wants to 
swim, fo r instance, can talk with 
a swimming teacher all he wants 
to — iMjt he can nev er learn to 
swim u ntil he co mmits himself to 
tru st the carry ing po wer o f the 
water.” 
Many parents fear taking direct 
actio n to ward children. 
Psy cho lo g ical kno wledg e can’t 
help u s with this fear. We can read 
child psy cho lo g y bo o ks u ntil o u r 
brains are jammed with info rma­ 
tio n o n ho w to act to ward .Andy — 
and still remain incapable o f co m­ 
mitting o u rselv es to the carry ing 
po wer o f actio n to ward him. 
This is the weakness o f parent 
edu catio n. Tho u g h the ex perts can 
tell u s what to do , they canned 
swing u s o v er the chasm that lies 
between do ing and fear o f do ing . 
They can’t endo w .Andy ’s mo ther 
with the self-tru st she needs to 
leap into the u nkno wn co nsequ ence 
o f acting to ward him, feeling , “This 
thing I do seems so rig ht to me 
that I can’t be bo thered fu ssing 
abo u t its co nsequ ences.” 
Often, parents who fear actio n 
to ward children were v ictims o f 
childho o d o v erpro tectimi. They dare 
no t g iv e themselv es to any risky 
actio n becau se they were denied 
disco v ering ho w o ften it blesses u s.

In all the stress o n o u r g reat po pu latio n 
g ains, o ne fkcto r that nev er g ets eno u g h atten­ 
tio n is the dro p in the death rate. 
Repo rting o n mo rtality in 1956, the Mero po li- 
tan Life Insu rance Co mpany no tes that the 
rate amo ng its po licy ho lders held at 6.2 fo r 
each 1,000 o f all ag es—the same rate prev ailing

In 1911, the first y ear fo r which the co mpany 
has data, the death rate was twice as g reat 
as the 1954-56 av erag e.

Senato r W i l l i a m Kno wland 
(Calif.), the Repu blican leader at 
the Capito l, has stated the case 
fo r the OKWsitio n. It wo u ld be 
no nsensical he say s, fo r u s to 
help Ru ssia by sav ing to e eco no nry r 
o f her satellites with Sh East Eu ­ 
ro pe Marshall Plan. In Kno wland’s 
v iew, no co u ntry is wo rthy o f aid 
u nless it is willing to stand with 
u s and be co u nted as o u r ally . 
The administratio n thu s is co n­ 
fro nted with a perplex ing pro blem. 
Pu blicly , at least. It still is wedded 
to the po licy o f peacefu l liberatio n. 
Weaning camp fo llo wing satellites 
fro m Ru ssia and enco u rag ing them 
to face to ward the West and free­ 
do m is part and parcel o f the 
po licy . The Po lish deleg atio n o f­ 
fers an o ppo rtu nity o f practicing 
that po licy 
To do so , ho wev er, 
mig ht pro v o ke a mino r rev o lt o n 
Capito l Hill, 
The 
Go mu lka 
reg ime, 
which 
came to po wer in Po land la.st fall, 
enjo y s co nsiderable independence. 
Mo sco w u ndo u btedly wo u ld prefer 
a mo re tractable reg ime. To g et 
that, tho u g h, decisiv e interv entio n 
by the Red Army wo u ld be neces­ 
sary . Ru ssia o bv io u sly is willing 
to make so me co ncessio ns to av o id 
this ex treme. 
Bu t Ru ssia will no t be willing 
to co ncede all. Po land, u nder Go ­ 
mu lka, is a Co mmu ni.st state. R 
U bo u nd to Ru ssia by the Warsaw 
Pact. It co u ld no t stand to be 
co u nted with the free natio ns with­ 
o u t inv iting annihilatio n. 
Bu t if Senato r Kno wland’s fo r­ 
eig n aid elig ibility test is demo n­ 
strably illo g ical, his primary criti­ 
cism o f administratio n po licy may 
hav e merit. Is it in the natio nal 
interest to sho re u p the eco no mies 
o f either the satellites o r o f Co m­ 
mu nist states that hav e achiev ed 
a deg ree o f independence fro m 
Mo sco w? 
The Administratio n ho lds to the 
theo ry that it is. Tito o f Yu g o ­ 
slav ia u su ally is cited as pro o f 
o f the theo ry . The arg u ment: It 
was patently to o u r interest to 
help "Tito , becau se his break with 
Mo sco w cau sed serio u s difficu lties 
fo r Ru ssia in Eastern Eu ro pe. In 
sho rt, helping him hu rt interna­ 
tio nal Co mmu nism. 
That is no t Tito ’s v iewpo int at 
all. In his o pinio n, o u r aid mu st 
hav e appeared helpfu l to the Co m­ 
mu nist cau se. This is why : The 
late Stalin insisted o n tig ht per­ 
so nal co ntro l o f the ideo lo g y and 
phy sical apparatu s o f Co mmu nism 
ev ery where. There was o nly o ne 
rig ht way , the Stalin way . Tito 
disag reed. 
(So , incidentally , did 
Go mu lka. He arg u ed that'Po land’s 
path to so cialism sho u ld n(^ du pli­ 
cate that which Ru ssia fo llo wed. 
Tito 's defectio n pu t Go mu lka o u t 
o f bu siness u ntil the u pheav el last 
y ear.) Tito ’s specific thesis was 
that Stalin’s intransig ence retarded 
the adv ance o f internatio nal Co m­ 
mu nism. 
In effect, the 'Tito ists hav e been 
arg u ing fo r a so rt o f co mmo n­ 
wealth co ncept. The British hav e 
lo o sened their g rasp o n many 
peo ples, with the tho u g ht that these 
are streng thening practices. Simi­ 
larly , the Tito ists believ e a relax a­ 
tio n o f co ntro l b>' Mo sco w, mo re 
flex ibility o n the part o f the Krem­ 
lin leadership, wiU streng then in­ 
ternatio nal Co mmu nism.

And at that time, there 
was mu ch to be said fo r ex tend­ 
ing aid to Tito . Bu t Stalin is dead, 
and his su ccesso rs hav e demo n­ 
strated the flex ibility o f their ap­ 
pro ach. The ties to Mo sco w are 
lo o ser. Mo sco w, ho wev er, seems 
willing to co llabo rate with Bel­ 
g rade and v ice v ersa. It was nev er 
clear that Tito wo u ld side with 
the West in ev ent o f war. As o f 
no w it appears u nlikely that he 
wo u ld, ev en tho u g h he still has 
his differences with Mo sco w. 
There is mo re to the pictu re, 
o f co u rse. And, o n the balance 
it is enco u rag ing . Mo sco w assu mes 
g reat risks in do wng rading the im­ 
po rtance o f do ctrine. Ideo lo g y has 
been a binding fabric, ju st as im­ 
po rtant to Co mmu nism as it is to 
the chu rch. The Kremlin had to 
make so me adju stments, becau se 
the su ccess o f the Chinese Co m­ 
mu nists flew in the face o f do c­ 
trine. (The Chico m driv e fo r po wer 


was based o n peasant masset no t 
u rban masses as do ctrine pre­ 
scribed.) Bu t when do ctrinal co n­ 
tro l is relax ed, there is a po ssi­ 
bility that the pro cess will co ntinu e 
to the po int where no do ctrine o r 
sy stem is left.

"Many men do not know their | 
correct shirt sizes,” she ex p lains.) 
"They disreg ard 
the few 
ex tra 
p ou nds they have p u t on since col­ 
leg e day s, and ex tra weig ht tends 
to thicken a man’s neck.” 
As a resu lt, shirts arc too tig ht 
arou nd the collar and will wear 
I ou t faster. 
.Miss Scott also thinks men dot 
not g ive enou g h attention to collar 
sty les. 
"They hesitate to p ick ou t what’s 
becoming to them and that’s fool­ 
ish." she say s. "They shou ld wear 
collars that su it them." 
For ex amp le, when a stou t man 
selects a collar that’s too hig h and 
rou nd, it makes him look fatter. 
He shou ld look for low-set collars 
to cou nteract a thick, short neck. 
When bu y ing inex p ensive shirts, 
Miss Scott advises men or their 
wives to make a carefu l selection 
and not ju st g rab three shirts off 
the cou nter. In a p ile of shirts of 
identical m aterial and sty le, some 
are likely to be better cu t and 
made than others. 
If y ou r hu sband has a heavy 
beard, it’s best not to bu y soft, ox ­ 
ford cloth shirts. A rou g h neck and 
chin will make the shirts fu zzy 
arou nd the edg e of the collar, ac­ 
cording to Miss Scott. 
In addition to shirts, she ia an 
ex p ert on su its. She has recently 
revised an Ag ricu ltu re Dep artment 
booklet on how to ju dg e the qu ality 
of nr^n’s su its. 
In this stu dy she bou g ht inex p en­ 
sive mediu m and hig h g rade su its 
from manu factu rers and g a ve 
them a carefu l g oing over. 
"W'e rip p ed them ap art and ex ­ 
amined all the inside material and 
constru ction," she say s. 
Now that Miss Scott has wou nd 
u p her research on men’s clothing 
for th« tim« being , she’s investi­ 
g ating what g arments ar« best for 
p artially disabled women.
